Note the pleasing tent-like pattern created by Nu-Wood 
Sta-Lite plank in the slanted ceiling . . . the warmth and 
color of Nu-Wood Kolor-Fast variegated tile and Nu-Wood 
Kolor-Fast tan board on the walls. Tuff-Wood hardboard 
created the tent valance, and letters were cut out of plywood 
short pieces (from the Lumber Dealer’s economy corner). 

When toys give way to boxing gloves and ship models, 
the attic circus room can change accordingly. With circus 
trappings gone, it is easily transformed into a study-bedroom.

Perfect setting for hospitality 
. . . colorful walls and fabrics 
contrasting with an off-white 
ceiling of Nu-Wood Sta-Lite 
tile. Cove lighting under the 
draperies is picked up by the 
Sta-Lite finish and reflected 
gently overhead to create a 
soft, flattering glow. 11x13 ft. 
ceiling cost approx. $17.50. 
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Up a NU-WOOD paneled 
hallway to this delightful 
study-bedroom ! . . . 

HERE’S AN ENTRANCE H A L L that really 
says “welcome.” See how the background of Nu-Wood 
Sta-Lite plank creates an atmosphere fresh as a Cape 
Cod breeze. 

Equally inviting is the room the stairway leads 
to . . . shown at the right. Once it was an unfinished 
attic . . . but Nu-Wood Sta-Lite plank on the ceiling 
and Kolor-Fast plank for the sidewalls made an 
amazing transformation. 

Note how the bed slides away into a recess to pro- 
vide extra room when it is needed. The study corner 
desk is hinged to fold up out of the way and is instantly 
available. (Of course, Balsam-Wool insulation was 
first applied to studding during construction.)

ne big advantage of Nu-Wood 
is that it enables you to choose the 
type of application best suited to 
your own remodeling or building 
conditions. For example . . . 


CUP 



The famous Nu-Wood clip— an exclu- 
sive advantage— invisibly fastens Nu- 
Wood tile or plank firmly to furring 
strips. The clip wraps around both the 
tongue and groove edges. The Nu-Wood 
clip system literally "floats” a tile or 
plank ceiling . . . compensating for out- 
of-level furring strips. Nu-Wood clips 
are used only with tongue and groove 
tile or plank. 


STAPLE 

N u-Wood Wide- 
Flange tile can be 
applied to furring 
strips using staples 
or nails. (The tile 
must be applied 
with a little more care than when 
tongue and groove tile are installed with 
clips.) The extra thick stapling flange 
provides strength and ruggedness. 



ADHESTIK 

Nu-Wood tile or 
plank can be glued 
with a special ad- 
hesive called Ad- 
hestik. This 
method eliminates 
the need for furring strips, but the 
base to which Nu-Wood is glued must 
be flat and in good condition. In this 
method of application, small dabs of 
Adhestik are applied to the back of 
the tile or plank. Nu-Wood is then 
applied to the base surface.

GETTING STARTED 

The first thing to do is to 
make a plan. Many of the room 
plans offered by your Lumber 
Dealer can easily be adapted to the 
size of space which you wish to 
remodel. If you have an unusual 
structural or decorative 
problem, your lumber dealer or 
carpenter can be of great assistance in 
working out a practical solution. 

The ease of cutting and fitting 
Nu-Wood makes it ideal for 
rooms of unusual shape. The three 
basic shapes, tile, plank and 
large panels, allow unlimited 
possibilities in design. 


IF YOU START WITH THIS: Open 
framing, as in this attic, requires ap- 
plication of Nu-Wood tile to furring 
strips. (Note: apply Balsam-Wool 
sealed insulation first.) 


IF YOU START WITH THIS: This din- 
ing room ceiling was in bad condition, 
so furring strips were nailed to the 
ceiling and shimmed to provide a level 
base for attaching Nu-Wood tile. 


IF YOU START WITH THIS: Where a 
ceiling is sound and in good condi- 
tion, tile or plank may be applied 
directly with Adhestik. Surfaces should 
be checked with a straight edge for 
levelness. If sagging is evident, fur- 
ring strips should be used as a base 
for the tile or plank. 
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NU-WOOD TILE SPECIFICATIONS 

• Sizes: 8"x8", 12"xl2", 12"x24", 16"xl6", 16"x32" tiles. 

• Colors: Sta-Lite (a non-glare white that stays white), Kolor-Fast tan, and Kolor-Fast 

Variegated shades (blending tones of tan). 

• Types: Acoustical tile (drilled holes in surface), and Regular tile (plain surface).

Nu-Wood Plank can be used vertically or 
horizontally. Long edges have tongue and 
groove joinings. May be applied with Nu- 
Wood clips or Adhestik. Random widths 8"- 
10"- 12"- 16", in lengths 8, 10 and 12 feet; 
Sta-Lite, Green, and Kolor-Fast Variegated. 



NU-WOOD PANELS 

Nu-Wood Panels (or Board) are the largest 
Nu-Wood shape. All 4-feet wide in lengths 
from 6 feet to 12 feet, with distinctive shadow- 
line edge, Sta-Lite or Kolor-Fast shades.

BALSAM-WOOL AND NU-WOOD 



THE CLARKS were just a typical American family. . . and, 
like thousands of other families, they faced a typical American 
problem : a too-crowded house. But up above the rooms in which 
they lived there was an unfinished attic . . . good space going to 
waste. On this and on the following page, you’ll see what the 
Clarks did to make their attic livable. Much of their success was 
due to a good plan and materials easy to handle and install . . . 



THERE WAS nothing particularly unusual about the Clark's 
unfinished attic. It was similar to hundreds of others in 
their community . . . perhaps just like your own attic. 


THE VERY FIRST STEP was to 

“wrap the entire living area of 
the attic” with Double Thick 
Balsam-Wool blanket insula- 
tion, stapled to the studs. The 
area above the collar beams 
and flat ceiling was adequately 
ventilated and an attic fan in- 
stalled to provide additional 
summer comfort. 



IT LOOKED LIKE THIS after the Balsam-Wool was in- 
stalled. Now the Clarks had an effective comfort barrier 
against penetration of winter’s cold and summer’s heat, 
plus fuel savings that go on year after year.

THEN CAME THE JOB of finishing the walls. The 
lower portion was wainscoted with Tuff-Wood hard- 
wood, with a beautiful brown leather-like finish. Side 
walls were painted for color accent.

AND HERE IT IS . . . an ex-attic • • . who’d guess it 


Out of their unfinished attic, the Clarks got 
a heap of extra living space ... a “family 
room” (above) where Mr. and Mrs. Clark 
can carry on their particular hobbies and 
interests . . . and a play and sleeping space 
(right) for their young daughter. The larger 
room provides a sewing nook for Mrs. Clark 


and a desk for her husband. Light coves, 
supplying indirect fluorescent lighting, were 
built in above the desk and child’s bed. The 
light-reflecting tile are non-fading, do not 
turn yellow with age and are easy to clean 
with either a dry rubber sponge or regular 
wallpaper cleaner.

LAST STEP was application of Nu- 
Wood Sta-Lite tile and panels to the 
ceiling and sloping walls. The beauti- 
ful, light-reflecting finish of the Nu- 
Wood gave full play to color in furnish- 
ings and accessories in the Clark’s 
attic. Tile was applied with Nu-Wood 
clips to the furring strips.
